W ashington. Feb. 1.—It can be said 
by authority that unless the corpora­ 
tions constituting the alleged "beef 
trust" shall heed the injunction made 
perm anent by the decision of the su­ 
preme court of the United States the 
governm ent will institute proceedings 
against the individual members of the 
corporations to enforce the decision 
of the court. 
The proceedings will be 
under the crim inal law. if such can be 
instituted. 
. 
The minds of the president and { 
mem bers of his cabinet are made up 
fully on the question. 
They have de­ 
term ined that the "beef trust" shall 
obey the law and now that the highest 
court in the land has upheld the hands 
of the adm inistration it is said they 
will perm it no further dilly-dallying 
with the subject. 
A t the cabinet meeting the president 
and Attorney General Moody shared 
in the congratulations on the result of 
The “beef trust" case before the su­ 
prem e 
court. 
The 
president, 
who 
made no attem pt to conceal his satis­ 
faction at the decision of the court, 
united with the members of the cabi­ 
net in congratulating the attorney gen­ 
eral. 
The 
subject 
was 
considered 
briefly at the meeting, but no definite 
conclusion was reached as to what ac­ 
tion, if any, the governm ent would 
take in the future, except the general 
determ ination to enforce the law as it 
iias been construed by the courts. 
The president and the members of 
the cabinet regard the decision of the 
suprem e court as a signal trium ph of 
law as they have viewed it. and are 
prepared to carry it into effect abso­ 
lutely.
